PARED WITH  109,100  POUNDS  last  week.  Largest  proportion  of  supplies  are  from  Iowa  and 
Illinois  consisting  mostly  of  old  stock  although  a few  springs  included.  Paying  price;- 
apparently  are  more  in  line  with  permitted  ceilings  as  a fair  volume  of  receipts 
resold  in  jobbing  channels.
